SITTING BULL. 

We give elsewhere n report of tho ia- 
terview between the American Com- 
miasioner and tho interosting Hiivago 
known as Sitting Bull. After destroying 
Geu. Custer and liis command last sum- 
mer Sitting Bull and bis tribe madu their 
way to Canadian territory, wbero ho now 
is with tbo avowed object of becoming a 
pernianoot settler. Tho Govornmonta of 
Canada and of the United States, fearing 
that he would taKb advantage of his resi- 
dence on British soil to make incursions 
acroBB the border, . and thus imperil ex- 
isting good relations between the two 
Governments, caused n commission to be 
sent to Sitting Bull to invite him and his 
tribe to return to American territory, 
offering immunity for past offences and 
promising to treat them with eousiJera- 
tion and justice henceforth. Sitting Bull, 
it will be seqn, refused to repose conti- 
denoe ic the professions of the American 
Qovernmont. He insulted General Terry— 
a just and good man and an •xoallent 
soldier— and rofusod to shake hands with 
any of the American commissiouors, 
while ho carressod and ovorwhelmed with 
attentions the British officers who had ac- 
companied him to the place of meeting 
as a guarantee of good faith. Several 
of the Sioux chiefs followed in a strain 
similar to their commander, hut a crown- 
ing insult was offered the Amerioan com- 
missionors by the introduction on tho 
scene of a loquaoioua squaw, who spoke 
her piece with eousidejable voUubility 
afid vim. The commission proved a fail- 
ure and Sitting Bull and his companions 
have returned to British territory, whore 
it is hoped that they will behave them- 
selvos for the future. One cannot help 
but admire the simple, trusting faith of 
tbo savages in tlieir Good Mother— as 
they term Her Majes'iy, and the gratitude 
\rhiok they exhibit towards their protec- 
tors, tb« Canadian Mounted Police. 

English Mail. 

(Per Btcamor iHabol.) 

George Eliot seems to have incurred 
the enmity of the English reviewers, the 
last attack upon her emanating from the 
Church Quarterly, which charges her with 
writing books subversive of good morals. 
The writer denounces "Daniel Doronda" 
as irreligious in tendency, and declares 
that all her stories are directed ngaiuht 
marriage. 

The residents of the quiet village of 
Minton, in England, have had an exper- 
ience of bombardment in time of peace. 
At midday, a IG-pound shell fell in the 
middle of the main street, and ploughed 
up the turf a long distance. Another 
shell soon fell into a garden near by, and 
a third entered the roof of abaru, utterly 
demolishing the building. The frighten- 
ed villagers fled from their homes to the 
open country. It was soon ascertained 
that the Royal Horse Artillery were prac- 
tising gunnery upon a lofty eminence 
some two miles distant, and that the gun- 
ners had put their targets in a lino with 
the village. A mounted messenger in 
formed the officer in command of the vil- 
lage catastrophe, and the firing ceased. 

Mr. Charles Barry, the eminent Euglisli 
architect, has entered a final protest 
agftinst placing the obelisk presouti'd to 
England by tbo Khedive in Parliament 
Square. "The erection of the modol," 
writes Mr. Enrry, "seems practically to 
have determined the position of tlio mono- 
lith, just as the erection of the model of 
the Duke of Wellington's equeatrain 
st'ito over tho arch on Constitution Hill 
led to the erection of the stututo itself, 
which, it is well known, was at once, and 
has been since, the luughiug-stock uf men 
of taste, whether foreigners or Euglish- 
men." Proiu the first, however, Mr. 
Eiamnus Wilson, through whose hber- 
ality the niouolith was secured, Lord 
Harrowby and tlieir friends have been in 
favour of the site, ho that its adoption was 
a fore}>one conclusion. 

Recently the Chief Constable for Som- 
erset, Mr. Goold,; recnivcd information 
that a farmer ai West Pennard hud in his 
possession some Colorado beetks. P. G. 
Joce, who is stationed there, was at once 
commutiicated with, and on going to tbo 
house of a man named Giles Collings, la- 
terly returned from America, Joce met a 
Bister, of Collings, and on demanding to 
see the beetles, she stated that her bro- 
ther had destroj^ed them. Tho constable 
being doubtful as to the accuracy of the 
information, sought out the brother, and 
on being questioned ho admitted that hu 
had some of tbo beetles in a box, which 
he showed to the constable. The consta- 
ble at once took possession of. the box and 
beetles, and brought them to Glaston- 
bury, where they wore safely seeurcd in a 
bottle of sjjirits of wine. Tho beetles 
wore all alive, and although it is alleged 
they had no food since they were taken 
on board in Canada, thoy did not seem 
to be any.the worse for their long fast.

As "Hugh Courto- 
ney," he has particularly distinguishetl 
himsolf, and for tho past few years 
has been eiiUiiUy well known in Eu- 
rope, Iniliii, Australia and America as 
: ."Lord Court oiiey " "Tho Hon. Conyng- 
ham Denisou," "Lord Henry Vaen Tem- 
pest," and other self-appropriated titles 
too numerous to mention. Ho fltayod for 
five weeks in Buffalo, N.Y., on tho somo 
what limited capital (which ho was never 
able to increase by any felonious borrow- 
ings) of SI ^5" shillings). Tho laud- 
lord of the hotol lio patronized suC'oiod to 
the oxtont of XlOt), and all the respoctablo 
citizens of Buffalo, who, with proverbial 
American hospitality, had eutertainod tho 
illustrious stranger, were lijortifled by 
seeing him pass the remainder of his visit 
in gaol. Having conferred an inestimablo 
benefit on tho United States by leaving 
their kindly shores, bo was, not long ago. 
adding insult to injury by staying at ono 
of the largest hotels in London as "Lieut.

Russia as a Christian Liberator. 



Count Ladislas Plater, chairman of 
the comm.\ttee of'.; expatriated Poles, 
has written a letter to the French pa- 
pers, in which he says: "The self-styl- 
ed liborator of the Christians of the 
East redoubles his cruol persecutions 
on those Chrialians who have the mis- 
fortuno to live under the sceptre of 
Russia, Letters received ; from War- 
saw only a short time ago state that 
three Uuiates have been shot in War- 
saw and a fourth hanged. It is in 
this way that conversion to tbo .Mii.sco- 
vite schism is brought about in Po- 
land. There is no relaxation in the 
persecation: the.teaohing of the cate- 
ohism in Polish ia forbidden; priests 
are not allowed to stir from their 
parishes. At Wilua a priest, who v;as 
compelled to read in his church the 
raunifosto of tho Czar in which war 
was declared with Turkey, has boon 
banished to Arobangel for haying done 
so ■ in Polish. The cruelties against 
Uniates C(5ntinuG, It is attempted to 
force theui by terribJo crueltiea .and 
ruin to become schismatics, but the 
heroic poijulation continue linn, and 
exhibit to the world the strength of 
religious conviction. At Labienki, in 
the district of Bielak, a TJniate woman 
who was crderad to havo bor baby 
baptized in tho Hchisui, rofusod, i'or 
this crime she was brutally Hogged 
and thrown into prison, while tlio vil- 
lage was occupied by the soldiers, who 
completely sacked it. . . . Two 
TJniates in Wallachia, who took part 
in tho pilgrimage, havo related to 
many distinguished porsonages in Vi- 
enna the miserable lot of tho inhabit- 
ant of their lu'oviiico. Tho condition 
of tho exiled priests is no better, and 
thoy are expoBod to the greateptt.mis-

no matter what thoHO acts had been 
110110 would bo punished; that they 
should bo foryivon in tho siuuo spirit 
thai; other tribes who had surrendered 
ha.d been; that the ludiane who had 
sni'rendered had isimply been required 
to give up tlioir arms and horses, ex- 
cept such horses as had been shown to 
bo necessary to them, and that the 
guns and animals were sold for tho 
benefit of thoiio. from whom they had 
been taken;: that already son^e sis hun- 
dred and fifty cows had been^istribut- 
|od among the agoncios on the Missouri 
/river, as tho Government believed the 
'future wolfaro of the Sioux was in tho 
abandoiituoat ol' thoir present rambl- 
ing mode of lifo and the adoption of 
tbe.OQOupatiou of cattle raising. , 

CON'rEJU'T. 

The facet' of the assembled Indians 
during the delivery of this addrosa 
wore as impenetrable as granite. There 
were two exooptions. Once a amilo of 
more than ordinary significance curled 
the lips of Sitting Bull, and onco tho 
right eye of Spotted Eagle actually 
winked derision toward Colonel Mc- 
Leod. 

PUTTIHO'IH THBIli PIPES. 

But until tHe ffmsli' aii tiie Indians 
continued to smoke, smoke, smoko. 
Then, whilo Colonel MoLeod sat in his 
chair and Major WalHh i'ostod on the 
corner of a tublo, Sitting iiuU, Spotted 
Eagle, and the rest continued to 
smoke. They smoked. Thoy smoked 
until' the room reeked. They smoked 
as if they were smoking for their Uvea. 



"For sixty-four years you have kept 
me and my people and treated me bad. 
What have we done that you should 
want us? We have done nothing. It 
is tho people on your side that have 
started us to do all these deprodatious 
AVo could not go anywhere else, so wo 
took refuge in this country of the 
British. It was on this side of the 
country that we learned to shoot and 
that is the reason why I came back to 
it again. I would like to know why 
you Came here in the first place? I did 
not give you the country, but you fol- 
lowed me from one place to another, so 
I had to leave and come over to this 
country. 

"I did not give you any country,but 
you took it away from us. (Here the 
speaker's eyes glanced defiance.) I 
was born and raised in this country 
with the Red River half-broeds, and I 
intend to stop here. I was raised hand 
in hand with tho Red lliver half-breeds 
and we are going to that jDart of the 
country, and that is tho reason why I 
have come over here • shaking hands 
with the English officers. That is the 
way I was raised in the hands of those 
people hero, and that is the way I in- 
tend to bo with them . You have got 
cars to hear and you Lave got eyes to 
see, and you see how I live with those 
people. You see me here. I am, if 
you think I am, a fool. You are big- 
ger fools than I am. This house is a 
medicine house. You come here to 
iell us lies, but we don't want to hear 
them. I don't wish any such language 
sed to me; that is, to tell ine such lies 
n my Great Mother's house (alluding 
o Queen Victoria.) Don't you say two 
ore words. Go back home whore 
on came from. This country is mine 
and I intend to stay here and to raise 
this country full of grown people. See 
'"those people here. We were raised 
with them (again shaking hands with 
the Knglish officers.) T^at is enough ! 
so no more. You see me shaking 
hands with these people. Tho part of 
the country you gave me you ran me 
out of. I have now come hero to stay 
with these people, and I intend to stay 
here. I wish you to go back and to 
take it easy going back." 

WHAT HE :\rEANT 

By "taking it easy." Sitting Bull 
meant that the commission should take 
such a long time in going that it would 
neverget back. The "how hows" of 
the Indians interrupting this address 
showed tho perfect sympathy between 
them and Sitting Bull. His note was 
tho keynote. It convinced the com- 
miasioii at onco of the policy which 
had been unalterably decided . on by 
Sitting Bull and bis braves. Several 
other Sioux took their opportunities to 
speak. Tho one that runs the liee, a 
Santee Indian, speaking next, said: 

SITTINO hull ENDOKSED. 

• "Look at me. I was born and rais- 
ed in this country. These people away 
North I was raised with, my hand in 
thgir own. I have lived iu peace with 
them for the last sixty-four years. We 
were over in your country and you 
treated us badly, and we have come 
over here now, and you want to try and 
got us back there again. Y'ou didn't 
treat us well and I don't like you at 
all." Shaking hands with the English 
oflScers, he continued: — "I have been 
uj) and down these roads; we have 
been running up and down this 
country. I have been up and down 
tbom as often as these ^jeople have. I 
will be at peace with these people as 
long as I live. You come over l\ere. to 
tell us lies. I will shsike 'hands heire. 
I have been in peace with them. I have 
come this far into this country. These 
are the people that taught mo how to 
shoot tho first time. 

"This country is ours. We did not 
give it to youi ; You, stole ib away from 
us. " Tou have come hero to our coun- 
try to tell us lies, and I don't propose 
to talk inucli, uikI that is all I' have.to 
say. I want you to take it easy going 
back homo. Don't go 111 a rush." 



have it. It is Sitting Bull's country. 
This is this people's. Sitting Bull's 
is all around. What they have com- 
mitted I have nothing to do with. I 
was not iu it. Tho soldiers find out 
whoi'o wo live, and thoy never think of 
anythiug.good.

A SQUAW S ADVKJE. 

At tho conclusion of this aHquarw,an 
anomalous orator among tho Indians, 
stepped boldly forward. Sitting Bull 
and his companions demanded that the 
tables ^v'hich intervened between them and 
tho Commissioners should be moved, 
uad tho Commission politely assented. 
Tho squaw that was to gpoak was tho 
' ' Wif e-of- Tho-Man-that - Scatters-tho 
Boar." She was considered by some 
who woro present to bo nn embodied 
insult to tho Commission, inasmuch as 
the office of squaw of an Indian tribo 
is so degrading as seldom to admit 
her to any sort of equality with her 
chief. 

She said :-^**I .* was oyer to your 
country. I wanted to raise my chil- 
dren over there, but you did not give 
any time. I come over to this country 
to raise my children and have a littlo 
peace — (shaking hands with the Eng- 
lish officers.) That is all I have to say 
to you. I want you to go back where 
you came from. These are the people 
I am going to stay with and raise my 
childr en." 

FLYiNCi iiinn's insolence. 

Tho Flying Bird, chief of tho Jlinno- 
conjoua, next rose. .Ho was tho most 
pictuvesquo, and, at tlio samo time, 
the most absurd Indian of tho lot — ■ 
a cross botwoon a "modicino man"aiul 
a warrior. 

"See those ijeoplo horo. God Al- 
mighty raised us together. Wo have 
a littlo souso, and wo ought to love one 
another. Sitting Bull here says that 
whenever yon found us out, wherever 
his country was, why you wanted to 



the English officers.) 

PLAIN QUESTIONS. 

Generals Terry and Lawrence ex- 
hibited little concern during the pro- 
gress of tho proceedings. The Indians 
who seomed to be rather chagrined at 
the uou-eft'ect of their tactics on the 
Commission, imperturbably arose and 
wore about to leave the room, but the 
interpreter arrested them for a mo- 
ment, and was desired by Gen. Teiry 
to ask the following questions: — 

"Shall we say to the President that 
you refuse the offers he has made to 
you" ■ 

"Are we to understand feom what 
you have said that you refuse those of- 
fers ?" 

A long pause f ollowecl . All the red- 
skins proseut, including Sitting Bull 
himself, felt tho occasion was impor- 
tant. They cast inquiring glances to- 
ward Col. McLeod and Major Walsh, 
who gave them no responsive sign. 
Thoy looked suspiciously toward the 
'nterpretors. The interpreters were 
nninterprotnblo. Thoy deliberated 
with soino trepidation on an issue 
which concerned so greatly the future 
•weal or woo of thomselves, their fami- 
lies, and their people, 

si'rri.Nci nui/ti's ultimatum. '^" ' 
Sitting Bull again stood up and said: — 
"I could toll you more, but that is oil 
that I have to tell you. If we told you 
rnore, why you would have paid no attea- 
tion. That is all I have to say. This 
part of tlie country does not belong to 
your people. You belong on tho other 
side. This side belongs to us." 

During this decisive haranguo the 
"how," "how" of the assembled redskins 
became more and more confident and em- 
phatic. 

THE CliOW's Sl'EECH. 

The Crow, after ombracing Colonel Mo- 
Leod and Major Walsh, and taking the 
hands of several other Dominion oflloers 
in the room, exclaimed: — 

"This is the way I will live in this part 
of the country. That is the way I like 
them (making a gesture of embraca). 
When wo came back from the other side 
you wanted to do sonaethirig. You want- 
ed us to go back to tho other side. That 
is tho reason why you stay here. What do 
you moan by coming over here and talk- 
ing that way to us? All this country 
around hero I know belongs to these peo- 
ple, and that is the reason why I oamo 
over here when I was driven out of tho 
other country. 

"I am afraid of God Almighty; that is 
tho reason why I don't want to do any- 
thing bad. When I came over hero I 
came to live with these people. My chil- 
dren, mysolf, and my women, they all' 
live together. Those people that don't 
hide anything, they are tho people I like. 
I suppose you wanted to hear something; 
that is why you oame over horo. The 
people standing around horo want to hear 
it also, That ia tho reason they stand 
around hero. Sixty-four years ago wo 
shook hands with the soldiers, and ever 
since that I havo had hardships. 

"I made peace with them, and ever 
since that I have been running from one 
place to another to keep out of their way, 
1 was over across tho line and stayed over 
there, and thought j'our people would 
take good care of me. You did not do so, 
and these people over here give mo good 
care. I have waited here throo days, and 
I havo got plenty to eat and everybody 
respects mo. I came from the other side 
of the line and I expect to stay here. Go- 
ing back, 'you can take it easy; go whero 
you woro born and stay there." 

INDIAN DEltACiOOUEUY. 

The Crow is thus seen to have been a 
vulgar demagogue ampngsavages. Sitting 
Bull and Spotted Eagle declined to ap- 
plaud him, although thoy woro greater 
demagogues than he. A gicat deal of by- 
play had been progressing among the In- 
dians during the brief conference. Getting 
sick of it, at tho end of the Crow's speech 
General Terry asked the interpreter the 
plain question, "Do they refuse?" 
BiTTiNa bull's foot down. 

In ft few moments Sitting Bull looked 
up and said to tho interpreter, "I told 
you what I noant. That's enough." 

General Terry, smiling, said, "That's 
all." 

Sitting Bull, still moaning to bo ag- 
gressive, shot this I'drthian arrow — "Go; 
you belong to tho other side," and Sitting 
Bull' and his chieftains hod violated their 
traditional taot. 

C.ENKRAL ■rHHRY (lETS EVEN WITH BULL. 

General Terry, rising and consulting 
with Colonel MacLeod, said— "I think wo 
can have nothing more to say to them. 
Colonel." 

"Well," sftid Colonel MacLeod, "I sup- 
pose you are right." 

"In that caso," said General Terry to 
tho interpreter, "toll them there is no- 
thing more." Tliis decision disconcerted 
tho rodHkins a bit, although they did not 
care to niaiiifcHt their chagrin. Tho chief 
aim of Kitting Bull and his confidants had 
been to humiliate tho commission. After 
declining a reaBouablo conversation and 
responding with an organiisod affront to 
tho decorous advances of tho Commis- 
sioners he completed his insult by rising 
at the end of tho Conference, shaking 
hands with tho Dominion oOicors and ad- 
dressing to thorn terms of afl'ection and 
respect, whilo at tho sauio time he slight- 
ed all Americans ])reseut by not even say- 
ing the Indian "how" or goodby. 

HiTriNo hull's last AssuitANCE. 
Sitting Bull returned to his cump this 
morning, accompaniftd by Major Walsh^ 
whose duty it is to see to the peace in any 
quarter of tho Northwest. Tho Commis- 
sion on starting out on its loiig march to 
Helena across tho plains, which recently 
seemed intormiiiablo, is blest by Sitting 
]5uirs nssurauco to me, which ho omitted 
to give to tho commission, that ho will not 
encourage his young braves to seek our 
scalps on tho route below. He and his 
conqiauion chiefs and tho one sqtiaw. who 
was olo(|uent yesterday have gone over 
tho mountaiiiK. 

ANOTIIi;U W,\ll I'OSSIULE. 

The pronounced friondly relations of 
Sitting Bull and bin tribe to the Dominion 
officials, as expressed at the confereuco 
with the United States Commission, ren- 
ders it unlikely they will soon enoroaoh 



upon our border, but there are so many 
restless braves in the camp that Bpring 
will probably witness the advance of wm 
parties into Montana. • 

"aOOD BY." 

The last vision of tho expedition after 
bittmg Bull is that of Major Walsh mount- 
ed on his horse Barney, himself attired in 
boots, corduroys, a slouched hat/ and a 
buckskin hunting shirt, saying "farewell" 
and galloping away across tho prairie, all 
ttie dogs of the two camps following at 
his heels. Tho Sitting Bull Commission 
says "farowell" to-night, and it will make 
Its first camp on its return homewai'ds.
